Warns of Bicycle Accidents

four months 36 bicyclists 
were killed and injuries also 
rose. 

Most of the victims were 
children under 14 years of 
age. The most common vio¬ 
lations committed by the bi¬ 
cyclists are riding on the 
wrong side of the road, cut¬ 
ting abruptly into the path 
of an oncoming vehicle and 
failure to yield the right 
of way. 

Highway patrolmen stop 
bicyclists observed making 
such violations. Older teen¬ 
agers and adults are either 
warned or receive traffic 
citations, while the parents 
of younger children are sent 
letters advising them of the 
incident and requesting that 
the youngster be given ade¬ 
quate training in traffic 
safety. 


Drivers were warned to¬ 
day by California Highway 
Patrol Commissioner Walter 
Pudinski that the “bicycle 
accident” season is now un¬ 
derway in California. 

It begins in late May, 
peaks during the next three 
months when grade schools 
are not in session and 
comes to an end in Septem¬ 
ber. It accounts for ap¬ 
proximately half the fatal 
and injury traffic accidents 
in which bicycles are in¬ 
volved. 

Pudinski suggests two re¬ 
medies — extra vigilance by 
bicyclists and motorists plus 
parents making sure their 
bicycle-riding children un¬ 
derstand and follow the 
rules of the road. 

Last year’s statistics, when 
118 bicyclists were killed 
and another 10,674 injured 
reveal the scope of the 
problem. It has become an 
even greater problem this 
year when during the first

Those people who make it their profession, or their 
personal ideological pleasure, to attack the nations in¬ 
vestor-owned utilities may be enjoying the news that 
Consolidated Edison of New York, one of the biggest, 
had to skip its first quarter dividend because of a sharp 
decline in profits. But there are many, many worthier 
individuals who find it foreboding. 

It was the first time Con Ed had missed since 1885. 
This consistence is charactreistic of all regulated utili¬ 
ties, for reasons of sound management, skilled opera¬ 
tion, ingenious and wise planning. But external condi¬ 
tions of late have changed drastically, seriously endanger¬ 
ing profits. And seriously endangering the financial status 
of millions of investors, a very large segment of whom 
are retired persons who have counted on the solidity of 
the utilities for regular income. 

Con Ed’s troubles included such in-company problems 
as increasing unpaid customer accounts; but majoi fac¬ 
tors were those harassing all investor-owned utilities: 
the great increase in the cost of oil, the decline in natural 
gas supplies, the high interest rates now charged for 
capital, and the growing consumerism advocates challenges 
to requests for rate increases.

State Controll e r H u g h 
Flournoy reported distribu¬ 
tion of $100,576,724 to cities 
and counties as the May ap¬ 
portionment of state-collect¬ 
ed “in-lieu” motor vehicle 
license fees. 

Flournoy reported Los An¬ 
geles County received $1,- 
785.80620. In addition, the 
City of Sierra Ma.rire re¬ 
ceived $4,006.97. 

The distribution repre¬ 
sents the cities and counties 
shares of license fees and 
other revenues deposited in 
Ihe Motor Vehicle License 
Fee Account during April. 

The state excise tax at the 
rate of $2 per $100 of mar¬ 
ket value takes the place 
of local property tax on 
motor vehicles. Except for 
that portion withheld to 
cover administrative costs, 
the money is returned to lo¬ 
cal governments which may 
use their shares for general 
purposes. 

Half of the total distribu¬ 
tion went to the cities and 
half to counties in the pro¬ 
portion that the population 
of each city or county bears 
to the population of all the 
cities or counties in th* 
state.

Seven Million 
State Income Tax 
Returns Filed 

Almost seven million Cali¬ 
fornia personal income tax 
returns were filed during 
1973 for an increase of 1.3 
million over the previous 
year. This increase was the 
largest for a single year 
since the California income 
tax began in 1935, according 
to Martin Huff, executive of¬ 
ficer of the Franchise Tax 
Board. 

The primary reason for the 
increase was the introduc¬ 
tion of state payroll with¬ 
holding. Many individuads 
who owed no tax, such as 
students and other part- 
time workers, filed for the 
first time in 1973 to claim a 
refund of the tax withheld. 
This was verified by com¬ 
paring the 1.9 million re¬ 
turns filed in 1973 with an 
adjusted gross income of 
under $5,000, with one mil¬ 
lion returns filed by the 
same income group in the 
prior year. 

Returns filed with an ad¬ 
justed gross income of un¬ 
der $10,000 accounted for 
over half of the total re¬ 
turns filed and- for tax 
amounting to 7 per cent of 
the total, Huff said. At the 
other end of the spectrum, 
taxpayers reporting an ad¬ 
justed gross income of over 
$25,000 paid almost 50 per 
cent of the tax, but. account¬ 
ed for only six per cent of 
the returns. Approximately 
12,000 returns showed an in¬ 
come of $100,000 and over. 
Taxpayers filing these re¬ 
turns paid about 10 per cent 
of the total tax. Taxpayers 
reporting incomes between 
$5,000 and $15,000 paid 
about one-fifth of the total 
tax. 

The statistics are from the 
returns reporting income for 
the 1972 calendar year 
which were filed in 1973.

‘To other potential 
‘streakers’ or fad followers, 
I want to warn you of the 
ramifications of these acts. 
Though the act of ‘streaking’ 
appears harmless, the legal 
implications are not. An ar¬ 
rest for ‘streaking’ consti¬ 
tutes indecent exposure, the 
same charges is pressed for 
child molesting. Conviction 
-under this charge is a reg- 
isterable offense in the State 
of California. Once heg- 
istered as a known sex of¬ 
fender you must report each 
month to the local law en¬ 
forcement agency of your 
town. When you move, the 


police must be notified, go¬ 
ing on vacation—you again 
must notify the police where 
you are going and when you 
will return. 

‘Try this one; apply for a 
new job . . . you won’t have 
the chance to explain that 
the conviction for a sex 
crime was a harmless act ol 
‘streaking’. Finally, four or 
five times a year, plan on 
spending an evening or two 
in a police lineup, reason — 
some rape or other sex crime 
has occurred, and as a reg¬ 
istered offender, you are one 
of the prime suspects. 

“I would like to suggest 
that before anyone pursues 
a fad of any sort, cheek the 
ramifications of being in¬ 
volved." 

The man, who signed his 
letter R.E.H., wrote in com¬ 
pliance with an order from 
ihe Pasadena Municipal 
Court, as hi s sentence for 
the “streak.” 

Perhaps young buffs- who 
have plans to streak this 
summer might want to re¬ 
consider.

Q. — I saw an ad for a 
sofa at a real bargain price. 
When I get to the store, I 
found that the advertised 
price for the sofa did not 
include delivery. I would 
have to get the sofa home 
mvself or pay extra. Isnt 
furniture usually delivered 
fi-ee? 

4 . _ It is usually as¬ 

sumed that delivery is in- , 
eluded in the advertised 
price for furniture. If de¬ 
livery costs extra, this 
should be stated in the ad. 

q _An automobile deal¬ 

ership wa s advertising free 
air conditioning on a cer¬ 
tain model new car it 
bought during a limited sale 
period. I thought it looked 
like a good deal for me. 
■However, it turns out the air 
conditioning is not factop' 
installed hut is a separate 
unit which will be installed 
by the dealership. The catch 
is that I have to pay an in¬ 
stallation fee of $110. I 
ihink this is a rip-off. Am l 
right? 

A, _ The BBB considers 
this ad misleading and: is 
taking the matter up with 
the dealership. The air con¬ 
ditioning is not free if you 
have to pay to have the unit 
installed. 

q. _ Termites have been 
a problem in my area. I am 
thinking about having an 
extercinator out to look over 
my house, but I remember 
hearing stories about 
crooked termite inspectors. 
What should I watch out 
for? 

A. _ The classic termite 

con game is usually the 
work "of an itinerant. The 
traveling termite man ar¬ 
rives at the door offering a 
free termite inspection. He 
carries a few termites with 
him, and frighte ns the 
homeowner with predictions 
of the imminent destruction 
of his house. 

You can avoid: this scheme 
by dealing with an estab¬ 
lished, reputable extermina¬ 
tor who lias a stake in the 
community. If you do need 
extermination work, get 
bids from a few firms. Then 
contact the BBB for our re¬ 
liability reports on the firms 
you are considering. 

q. _ What does it mean 
when a store advertises 
wholesale prices to the pub- 


prices. 

q. — i took my suit to 
Ihe cleaner and got it back 
with stains still in it. 
Doesn’t that indicate to you 
lhat this drycleaner is in¬ 
competent ? 

A. — No . A drvcleaners is 
not a magician. It is impor- 
tont to point out stains and 
tell the drycleaner what 
caused them. Difreren* kinds 
of stains require different 
treatments. Take the suit 
back to the cleaner and ex¬ 
plain the situation. If you do 
not obtain satisfaction, the 
BBB complaint and arbitra¬ 
tion services are open to 
you.

GROWTH MANAGEMENT 

“Gadgetitis” is the great¬ 
est single error made by un¬ 
educated investor; that is, 
selecting so-called growth 
companies on the basis of 
products. If the gadget is 
good, people say the busi¬ 
ness has “Growth.” This is 
not necessarily g6. Maybe a 
competitor is a better busi- 
man and destined to with 
the battle of survival. 

The second groat error in 
choosing growth stocks is in 
placing faith first in th,e in¬ 
dustry. A growing industry 
can make a poorly managed 
company look very good for

a period of time. Traditional 
investment analysts’ think¬ 
ing is that the industry must 
be a healthy one. What good 
does the industry do if the 
management team you hack 
with money can’t compete? 
It is more logical to take an 
industry largo enough for 
growth and bet on a com¬ 
pany within it that has out¬ 
standing management — 
management that is doing a 
better job than its competi¬ 
tors and making money in 
spite of a poor industry out¬ 
look. 

How then do you select a 
growth company? The first 
thing is to try to identify 
tlie type of management 
that gives you confidence 
that they are building a 
stronger company over the 
next five years. 

There are three tests of 
management. The first is the 
rat-, at which sales grow. 
And you don’t have to figure 
out the compound growth 
rate with a complicated set 
of mathematics. The aver¬ 
age investor can do it eas¬ 
ily as Investment Club mem¬ 
bers found out years ago 
when they were introduced 
to a rather simple form 
called the NAIC Stock Selec¬ 
tion Guide which is ex¬ 
plained fully in NAIC’s “In¬ 
vestment Club Manual.” 

Merely recording the sales 
and earnings per share fig¬ 
ures on this handy form 
helps you to quickly judge 
whether the company you 
are looking at has an ac 
ceptablo record'. A trendline 
through this data visualizes 
the rate of growth. Com¬ 
panies that are subject to 


the business cycle will drop 
away from this line in per¬ 
iods of poor business but 
tend to come back to it 
when business is good. 

The next tes t is to study 
profit margins the company 
is making. What good is it 
for sales to grow if profit 
margins are slipping? Sales 
will grow if the company ad¬ 
vertises. but advertising 
costs money — a lot of 
money. Therefore, the profit 
margin may fall during e 
period of sales growth. That 
moans management can’t 
keep profits in line with 
business growth. This would 
cause you to reject manage¬ 
ment. 

The important thing is to 
make sure that pre-tax pro¬ 
fit margins are maintained 
as growth occurs. Pre-tax 
profit margins are figured 
bv dividing sales into pre¬ 
tax profits. The necessary 
figures can 'be found on the 
Standard & Poor’s sheets on 
the company. These sheets 
are available from any brok¬ 
er or public library. 

The Inst test i.s to see how 
much the company is earn¬ 
ing on its Invested capital. 
A rough, approximation is 
obtained by dividing the 
book value of the stock into 
ihe earnings per share. 
These figures are also avail¬ 
able on S&P sheets. If the re¬ 
sult is over 10 per cent, you 
can foci the management is 
a good one and that you 
can be very willing to leave 
your money in the company 
to be invested by manage¬ 
ment at 10 per "cent com¬ 
pounded annually. 

After you have looked at 
these three tests — that is, 
the sales growth, the pre-tax 
profit margins and the af¬ 
ter-tax earnings o,n invested 
capital — you can come to 
the conclusion that the com¬ 
pany is well managed. 

There may be many 
troubles in the world be¬ 
tween now and five years 
hence. Rut who i.s going to 
take care of these problems 
a.nd meet them when they 
arise? 

After all, it’s management 
that has to meet the infla¬ 
tion problems and other ad¬ 
verse business factors, so it’s 
a good idea to keep your eye 
on the management team. 
But don’t panic and try to 
adjust your investment posi¬ 
tion on minor movements in 
profits. If you do, you’re go¬ 
ing to get whipsawed. After 
all, just how important is a 
25 per cent quarterly decline 
in earnings during a reces¬ 
sion if management is at the 
same time taking away 25 
.per cent of his competitors’ 
business? 

It’s a practical mistake to 
think that you, as an inves¬ 
tor, can sell stocks and eli¬ 
minate all these risks. Also, 
if you do sell the stock, then 
when do you get back in? 

It is NAIC’s opinion that 
it is far bettor to rely on 
management to protect, your 
investment for you. Finally, 
to be a good investor, you 
should put yourself in the 
frame of mind of the owner 
of the business. If the stock | 
were not listed and you i 
could not see its quotation, j 
you would be more than de¬ 
lighted to own a successful 
business through thick and 
thin. This is the attitude 
ihat makes a good Investor.
